In 
school  reinforcing  doses  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  prophylactics  are 
given  at  entry  and  again  about  9  years  of  age,  occasionally  tetanus  only 
may  be  given  if  missed  at  an  earlier  age.

and  post  natal  care,  prevention  of  illness,  care  and 
after  care  and  home  help*  In  addition  the  Cornwall 
County  Council  appointed. a  Health  Education  Officer 
for  the  first  time,  and  I  am  sure  great  benefit  will 
result,  particularly  among  the  young* 

The  Cervical  Smear  Clinic  proved  of  great  value  and 
875  women  were  examined*  The  great  value  of  these 
clinics  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  screening  process 
is  designed  to  diagnose  not  only  pre  cancerous 
states  and  cancer  in  the  early  stages  when  complete 
cure  can  be  achieved,  but  other  causes  of  pelvic 
upset  which  can  be  treated  at  a  stage  early  enough 
to  prevent  much  ill  health©  In  addition  breast- 
examination  and  urine  examination  is  carried  out 
in  each  case* 

As  can  be  seen  by  the  steady  increase  in  the  personal  services 
a  Health  Centre  for  Newquay  is  a  must  In  the  near  future*  re  is 

every  reason  to  expect  such  a  development  soon*  There  is  little  doubt 
but  that  a  purpose  built  centre  would  provide  a  more  comfortable 
service  to  the  public*  In  the  past  use  has  been  made  of  halls  and 
rooms  of  other  organisations  for  clinics  and  thanks  must  be  expressed  to 
these  organisations  for  the  help  and  consideration  they  have  always 
shown.  However,  the  development  of  the  town  demands  facilities  in 
keeping  with  the  steadily  rising  population.

Water  is  supplied  by  the  Worth  and  .Mid  Cornwall  Water  Board, 
The  water  is  not  plumb o  solvent  in  action.  During  the  summer  months 
there  is  a  very  heavy  draw  on  the  water  supplies.  In  order  to  ensure 
a  bacteriologically  safe  standard,  frequent  samples  are  collected  far- 
testing  at  the  Public  Health  laboratories,  by  the  Water  Board  Officers 
and  the  Urban  District  Public  Health  Staff,  a  need  for 

further  development  of  the  Rial ton  Works  as  the  demand  on  the  water 
supplies  is  constantly  increasing. 


BATHING  POOLS 

The  owners  of  hotels  In  the  District  seem  to  like  the  idea 
of  having  their  own  private  bathing  pools  and  there  are  now  ten  in 
existence  and  others  contemplated* 

Visits  are  made  and  tests  are  carried  out  to  ensure  proper 
chlorination  of  the  water  supply  to  these  pools. 

In  the  year  1968  new  byelaws  will  come  into  force  which  will 
bring  all  bathing  pools  within  their  scope. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


The  Trencreek  and  Forth  areas  of  the  town  are  now  sewered 
and  the  main  sewer  from  Edgcumbe  Avenue  area  to  the  Trethellan  area 
is  in  process  of  renewal  and  enlargement. 

There  is  some  delay  in  providing  sewerage  for  the  Porth 
Valley,  Watergate  and  West  Pentlre  areas  but  it  is  hoped  that  delay 
may  be  short. 

The  town  sewers  must  cope  with  a  very  large  summer  population 
and  so  this  small  town  has  a  large  capacity  waste  water  disposal  system, 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Collection  and  disposal  t£  refuse  are  under  the  control  of 
the  Councils  Surveyor,  A  very  long  haul  is  now  necessary  to  reach 
the  tip  being  used  at  present  but  this  land  may  eventually  be  used 
for  agricultural  purposes. 

The  paper  bag  system  of  storage  and  collection  is  now  in 
use  throughout  the  town.

Good  use  has  been  made  of  the  public  conveniences  at  the 
Railway  Station,  particularly  the  showers,  which  shows  the  need  for 
such  amenities  in  this  place „ 


It  is  to  be  hoped  that  East  Street  toilets  may  be  greatly 
increased  in  size  in  the  near  future  and  that  several  other  toilets 
may  also  be  increased  with  more  amenities,  such  as  showers®
